WALLPAPER DESIGNER Emelia Simcox spent her childhood 
covered in glitter and paint, exploring huge, prop -filled studios. 

As the daughter of scene-designer parents who created large-scale 
backdrops for the Elizabethan Theatre Trust Opera Company (now 
Opera Australia), she was immersed in the realm of make-believe 
and knew, one day, she would follow in her parents' creative 
footsteps. "It was wonderful fun and I fell in love with the idea of 
creating an entire new world on a piece of thin canvas," she says. 

After school and a brief stint studying theatre design at the National 
Institute of Dramatic Art (NIDA), Emelia trained as a scenic artist at 
Opera Australia. Time in London's theatreland followed before she 
returned home and added a graphic design degree to her skill set. 

That blend of mastering the old and learning new techniques led 
her to wallpaper design. "Wallpaper, for me, is a coming together of 
the two worlds," says Emelia. "I freelanced for Opera Australia while 
studying [graphic design], and I thought of all the amazing things 
that I could do by combining traditional scenic art and fine art 
techniques with the fabulous digital world." 

In her new business, Simcox Designer Wallpaper b Upholstery, 
Emelia has created eight beautiful wallpaper designs, many of 
which nod to her theatrical past. All her work starts with a hand 
drawing, often on a one-to-one scale. She then uses techniques 
learnt as a scenic artist - laying paper on the floor and walking the 
length of the sheet, embellishing her designs with a long-handled 
paintbrush as she goes. "I want the wallpaper to feel like someone's 
touched it... that it's created by hand, not by computer," she explains. 

Emelia will soon release fabric collections based on her wallpaper 
designs, and plans on selling them by the metre through her website. 
"That was always going to happen, as I love fabric and finally had the 
time to develop it," she says. It's a perfect addition to her range and 
brings the worlds she conjures off the wall and into other parts of the 
home. "It's satisfying to know that what I do works for people in their 
own environments. It's wonderful when they 'get it' and love it."

Perfecting the Link between the indoors and the ever-gorgeous Queensland outdoors was high on homeowners Robyn and 
Greg's renovation priority List. To help achieve this, interior designer HayLey Hayes clad the poolside cabana of their Brisbane 
home with timber panelling {opposite b above right} and revamped a vintage Chippendale cane setting (try Naturally Cane for 
similar) in SunbreLLa outdoor fabric in Vanilla. The real statement, though, is the cabana's arched iron-framed mirrors. "They 
change the whole feel of the space," says Greg. "They open it up and reflect the city view." For similar, try the 'Arch' paned 
mirror from Interiors Online. Inside, a Layering of natural textures in the upstairs Living room (above left b top left), from the 
wooL-and-sisaL rug to the Linen sofa (both from Porchlight Interiors), is key to making a sanctuary. "This Little area is my 
escape," says Robyn. "It has no television and no children!" The floral cushions were made using Schumacher 'Chiang Mai 
Dragon' fabric from Fusion Design Agencies and the bright pink 'Dahlia Tile' cushion was found at Bonnie And NeiL. > 
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hen Robyn and Greg started thinking about a home that hit 
pause and set apart family time, they wanted it to be in the hip 
and lively inner- Brisbane suburb that had been their much-loved hood 
for more than 16 years. It’s a colourful and diverse area, where it’s hard 
to find a car park but not a good latte or an organic grocer. In the midst 
of the dusk-to-dawn buzz outside, the couple have managed to create 
a spacious and surprisingly tranquil residence for themselves, their 
three-year-old daughter Olivia and Jet the labradoodle, tucked away 
from the bustle and preserving their privacy. 

The old Queenslander Robyn and Greg bought showed very little 
promise, but the long (and heavily overgrown) yard with city views 
gave them hope. “We went from, ‘No way!’ upon first seeing the house 
to, ‘Yes, let’s do this!’ the minute we saw the potential out the back,” 
recalls Greg. Rather than demolish the run-down Queenslander or 
just keep the facade, the pair decided to maintain the roof line and 
respect the heritage of the street. They moved the whole house back 
six metres, allowing for a carport and drive, and raised it so they could 
build underneath, reinforcing with steel as they went. 

With a background in project management, Robyn willingly took 
on the role of owner-builder. Working closely with a draftsman, she 
plotted a floor plan that would funnel everything towards the 
backyard, with a cantilevered roof at the rear ensuring there were 


no columns to disrupt the flow. “We wanted to walk in, close the door 
and for it to be a total escape,” she explains. 

Three months into the build, however, Robyn realised a key expert 
was missing - an interior designer. “I knew what I liked, but I was so 
gun-shy and didn’t know how to pull it all together,” she says. A tip 
from her mothers’ group led her to Hayley Hayes of Torchlight 
Interiors. With a careful eye on the couple’s budget, Hayley steered 
Robyn towards the best areas to spend on, such as the panelled joinery 
that features throughout. “It elevated the level of detail in the house,” 
explains Hayley. “It makes your house feel bigger when you have high 
cabinetry and fill in spaces with joinery. And the consistency creates 
a sense of flow. When you walk through, the first thing you see is the 
pool, but as you walk down you see the kitchen cabinetry, then 
the staircase, then the living room joinery. It flows beautifully.” 

The colour story is equally breezy. “I’m a white-on-white girl,” says 
Robyn with a laugh. “For someone to come in and throw in some 
yellow or a beautiful floral and add softness is a breath of fresh air.” At 
the back, the massive single bank of bi-fold doors is almost always 
open, inviting visitors towards a pool house that’s every bit as stylish 
as the home’s interior. “Sitting out on the deck in the sun or playing 
with Liv and Jet on the grass, throwing a ball and being able to talk 
to Robyn while she’s in the kitchen is fantastic,” says Greg.

KITCHEN While Dicey and Thom were determined to keep 
the period flavour of the home, the kitchen was sorely in need of 
a more modern makeover. Smeg appliances - an oven, rangehood 
and fridge - were chosen for their retro appeal, as were Kartell 
'FL/Y' pendant lights. Glossy white surfaces, including glass 
splashbacks and Caesarstone benchtops, provide a light, bright 
contrast to the original terracotta flooring, "i refused to change 
the tiles. They tell a story of the architecture,” says Dicey. 'The 
restoration was based on the concept of using the original frame 
and floor, and just working between the two.” 




E very so often over the course of a year in the early 1970s, a man 
would sit at the same spot on a particular hillside above a small 
town in South Africa’s Western Cape wine lands, watching the light 
and shadows and taking in the aspect. The man was Pius Pahl, the 
last architect to qualify at the Bauhaus, Germany’s revolutionary 
design academy and epicentre of arguably the most influential design 
movement of the 20th century. By 1974, the reason for his hillside 
vigils had materialised: a striking but unobtrusive white-walled villa, 
with beautiful proportions and spectacular views. 

Three decades later, when architectural historian Dicey and her 
husband Thom came to see it, the house was almost exactly as it had 
been then. “Everything was so peaceful and quiet,” recalls Dicey, who 
was struck by the home’s connection with its surroundings. “Thom 
fell in love the moment he stepped through the front door.” 

Dicey and Thom moved in with their two children, Magdaleen and 
Duan, in 2004, and made no changes apart from repairing some of 
the woodwork and replacing the ’70s orange, green and brown 
curtains with stackable timber shutters. It was eight years before they 
considered a renovation. In the meantime, while Dicey began 
researching Pahl’s philosophy, the couple had to contend with the 
fact that the house completely rejected their furniture. “We moved 
in with our antiques from our old house, and it was terrible,” she 
recalls. She soon learnt that it was all but impossible to impose her 
will on the house. “It shows you quite clearly what it wants.” 

Dicey’s decorating dilemmas were resolved when she came home 
one day to find that Thom had sold all of their old furniture. >

< Beginning with a single Ludwig Mies van der Rohe ‘Barcelona’ 
chair, the couple gradually assembled a collection of mid-century 
modernist classics - and the house approved. 

When the time came to renovate, the family had lived in the home 
long enough to have absorbed its unique qualities. Dicey says, 
without exaggeration, that it changed their way of life. “We’re more 
in contact with the change of seasons and when things happen 
outside,” she explains. “When it rains, it feels like it’s falling right 
next to you when you’re sitting on the couch.” 

The couple called on architect Servaas de Kock of Malherbe Rust 
Architects for the renovation. “The challenges on a job of this nature 
are first to understand the architectural principles along which Pahl 
designed the house, then assess all renovations against those,” he says. 
In the end, the garage was converted into a flat, the kitchen and 
bathrooms were reworked and that was about it. The most dramatic 
change is the kitchen - cabinets that walled it off from the living area 
were replaced with glass and a floating cupboard, which Servaas 
believes is in keeping with the intention of the original design. 

There was one last, simple change. Contrary to Pahl’s design, the 
previous owner had added small “cottage” panes to a number of 
the large windows, so new windows were installed according to the 
original proportions. Dicey says that the minute the windows were 
in, something seemed to click into place like a piece of a puzzle. “The 
home became itself again,” she says, and in flooded the sense of peace 
she noticed when she first crossed its threshold. And which the man 
sitting on his chair on the hillside must have sensed 40 years ago.

BRIGHT HORIZONS 

Surprise hurdles didn't stop this family from building a 
dreamy hillside haven on Queensland's Sunshine Coast

the window and chatting to us while we enjoy a drink on the seating below," says Bee. Baby brother Smith explores at 
ground level.

C oastal breezes and an elevated outlook convinced beach-loving 
couple Bee and Steve to settle on a steep block on Queensland’s 
Sunshine Coast, despite the prospect of a tough build. “I knew 
there were going to be a few logistical hurdles working on such an 
elevated, sloping site,” says Steve, a construction company owner 
who undertook the large project himself. Yet it wasn’t the hill that 
caused the most challenging problems. In January 2013, just weeks 
after they’d begun the earthworks, ex-tropical cyclone Oswald hit 
the region, wreaking havoc with record rainfall. 

“It caused mudslides so we had to bring in specialist machinery, 
but even that couldn’t cope with the sheer quantity of mud,” recalls 
Steve. “I had to hire a team of labourers to shovel the sticky clay 
from the back of the retaining walls and excavate by hand. Within 
hours of finishing, torrential rain caused more mudslides, and we 
had to start again from scratch!” 

Once off the ground, however, the six-month build went 
smoothly, with several ingenious solutions employed to overcome 
tricky access. Concrete for the home’s foundation and pool was 
pumped down a fixed line from a hilltop lookout above, while a 
pulley system was erected over the soaring deck to bring concrete 
up by the bucket for the kitchen benchtops which were poured on 
site. Steve, Bee and their children - Willow, five, and one-year-old 
Smith (eldest daughter Karla is at university and returns home 
during the holidays) - moved in when the floors were just 



chipboard, and staggered the final stages of the fit-out over 18 
months so they could save for finishing touches such as the bamboo 
flooring, bespoke joinery, soft furnishings and landscaping. “It was 
tempting to push through to the end, but the wait was worthwhile 
because it allowed us to finish the house exactly as we wanted, with 
all the small, yet important, inclusions,” explains Steve. 

Split across two floors, with a dedicated guest retreat on the lower 
level, the house has echoes of five-star resort luxury in its bedrooms, 
open-plan living areas and expansive deck and pool area. In keeping 
with the beachside milieu, dark bamboo floors, raked vertical joinery 
panelled ceilings, crisp white walls and rattan furniture evoke a cool 
and casual vibe. The modern, minimalist look of the predominantly 
white kitchen and the bathrooms was inspired by a trip to the Milan 
showroom of Italian design firm Boffi. “We both fell in love with the 
simplicity of concrete surfaces, clean lines and sleek cabinetry, so 
looked to re-create a similar feel with a restrained palette that would 
really stand the test of time,” says Bee. 

For all the home’s many wonderful aesthetic qualities, it’s the 
connection with the outdoors that the family loves most. They spend 
the majority of their time on the deck or out the back where Smith 
can scamper in the garden and Willow plays in her cubby. And with 
an outlook down to the beach from the kitchen, Steve loves that he 
can check the water conditions: “If the surf looks too rough, we just 
stay home and have a dip in the pool!” 


LIVING ROOM {above} A Luxuriously Large, comfortable and neutraL-toned 'Jasper' sofa from King Living provides plenty of space for 
the family to sprawl out and relax. "Everyone Loves this couch - it's part of the family!" says Bee. "I don't think we'll ever be able to part 
with it."

n her Instagram feed, Kyree posts enthusiastic missives about 
all sorts of subjects, but it’s little-known Australian creatives - 
artists, illustrators and printmakers - that are her real passion. “I really 
want to support local businesses and make it a priority to discover as 
many as I can,” says Kyree, who lives with her fiance Ben in a south- 
eastern suburb of Perth. “Almost everything in my home is from stores 
I found on Instagram. Their creations are so incredible, it’s hard to 
believe that they’re tiny little businesses just starting up.” 

Some of her discoveries are displayed on the wall in her stylish living 
room, which was a finalist in this year’s Home Beautiful Beautiful 
Rooms competition. Interchangeable depending on her mood and the 
season, the shelves are packed with art prints from small brands 
(including three owned by mums who run their businesses from home) 
and a lovely “With my whole heart for my whole life” decal. 

In the kitchen is a custom-made “Harvey Home” plaque from online 
company Zilvi, which Kyree has also commissioned for an upcoming 
big occasion. “This plaque is special because I bought it for Ben, and 
now they’re making us something for our wedding,” she says. 

Kyree, who owns an interior-styling company and works as an office 
manager for a construction company, made most of the decorating 
decisions for the home the couple built in 2014, but Ben did have 
input, particularly when it came to the colour scheme. “I wanted an 


all-white house but Ben went with grey, which is perfect because it 
just makes everything on the walls and in the house stand out,” she 
says. “Also, my dream kitchen was crisp, fresh and white, but he hated 
all that stark white so he chose a matt black tap that I absolutely love.” 

The couple moved into the house in April after a three-month design 
process and six-month build, and they were determined to get it just 
right. “We built our first home about four years ago and I just wasn’t 
satisfied with how it looked,” Kyree recalls. “This time, we designed 
the house ourselves. We found a few plans through a builder then 
mashed them together to create exactly what we wanted.” 

Now, the self-confessed homebodies are relishing every moment. 
After four years as a fly-in, fly-out mining worker, at home only one 
week out of five, Ben now has a job that allows him to spend one-third 
of his time at home. “Ben never really got to enjoy our last place, so 
he is loving being at home more - pottering around, building garden 
beds and putting in shelves and lights,” says Kyree. 

There’s another reason the couple were determined to create the 
perfect home on their 598-square-metre block - they hope to start a 
family and don’t plan to go anywhere for a long time. “I have images 
of me baking up a storm and watching our kids playing,” says Kyree. 
“Ben and I designed the house based around these kids that we will 
hopefully have ... so they’d better come along!”

< The home is remarkably “kid-proof”, as George, 12, Mena, nine, 
and seven-year-old twins Spiros and Popi could probably testify. “It’s 
extremely robust and the concrete floors are undamageable,” says 
Jim. “The kids love riding their bikes and scooters around the house. 
It’s great for children to be able to touch, feel and explore their 
environment, and we were very mindful of that.” 

Enlisting Jasmine’s design expertise proved the key to bringing Jim 
and Vicky’s vision to life. “We had a strong idea of how we wanted 
the structure to look externally, but when it came to specific internal 
finishes, we were a little lost, so Jasmine was great,” says Jim. “It was 
a lot of fun to work together.” It’s a very energy-efficient home, with 
hydronic floor heating, double-glazed windows and double the usual 
thermal insulation.

"Take into 
account the benchtop colour as well as the 
kitchen design," says Eliza O'Sullivan of Tiles 
By Kate. "Will your tile complement the rest 
of the house?" The right tile will blend with 
existing colours and add a new dimension to 
finishes. Think gloss in a mostly matt kitchen 
and tactile surfaces to balance high- shine 
cabinetry and appliances. For smaller areas, 
try texture, perhaps in the form of a handmade 
tile, as opposed to colour or pattern. Larger 
areas are more sympathetic to interesting 
shapes and styles and work best teamed 
with simple cabinetry to avoid the overall 
effect looking too busy.

printing, almost any surface and texture can 
be authentically copied, even timber boards, 
stone slabs and parquetry. "The level of detail 
and reproduction means it's virtually impossible 
to tell the difference," explains Joshua Earp. "The 
ongoing maintenance of a digital -printed tile is 
also significantly less than for natural stone or 
wood." Something to check within a range is the 
tile 'face'. The more faces - or variations - there 
are in a tile, the less repetitive it will be on the 
wall. So when you're aiming, for example, for 
a natural -looking finish with timber-look tiles, 
this becomes important for the final effect. >

pi acLical points Most tiles are easily cleaned, but grout 
can attract dirt and grime, especially in high-use areas. "Darker 
grout can hide contaminants more effectively than lighter 
colours," says Joshua Earp of Earp Bros. "Also, rectified tiles allow 
smaller grout joints, reducing the space for anything to collect." 
Unlike regular cement grout, epoxy grout is waterproof and 
stainproof, but it does have a shiny, plastic -like finish. 

Remember that any installation needs to comply with building 
regulations. If your splashback runs behind a cooktop - as in 
these kitchen designs by Jodie Cooper Design (right) and Von 
Fitz Design (below right) - be mindful when purchasing tiles, 
as materials such as glass require a clearance of 200mm or more 
between the nearest gas burner and any splashback. "If the 
splashback is too close to a gas burner, heat can be transferred," 
Beaumont Tiles' Christie Wood explains. Five millimetre -thick 
ceramic tiles tend to satisfy the necessary requirements.

"Don't be afraid to combine a separate toilet to 
create one large room. There are also ways to keep the loo 
unobtrusive, whether it's an in-wall cistern to hide the bulk, a 
custom screen or tucking it alongside a vanity so it's set back."

Shower-head 
placement is key, too. "Putting it on the right wall reduces 
water transfer to other areas of the bathroom, allowing you 
to create a more seamless wet area," says Petrina.

• Rather than stark white surfaces, 
use dark floor tiles and textured wall 
tiles to provide a sense of intimacy, 
suggests Sarah Nolen. "Greys are 

a wonderful neutral base which pair 
beautifully with contrasting elements 
such as copper and bronze," she says. 

• Damien Cool says, "Give a freestanding 
bath prominence to form a high- 
impact focal point as soon as you 
walk into the room. Also, for a luxe 


feel, devote a generous corner to 
a double walk-in shower teamed 
with large, cool, sculptural fittings." 

"Adequate lighting is one of the key 
considerations," suggests Damien, 
while Daniela Santilli of Reece adds, 
"Design flourishes such as candles, 
beautiful handwash, fresh flowers 
and thick towels also help to soften 
all of the hard surfaces and give 
bathrooms a, cosy feel." >

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• Savvy storage will always save the day. "If you have timber- 
framed walls, consider semi -recessing a tall, slim cupboard 

to free up floor space, and clad the door and sides in mirror to 
make it 'disappear'," says Sarah Nolen. "Another trick to keep 
the vanity sleek is to install powerpoints within the cabinet." 

• Take advantage of clever fixtures. "Sliding doors are great 
space -saving solutions, while open vanity shelves can 
also create a more spacious feel," says Daniela Santilli. 


Focus on one key feature, advises Patricia La Torre of Outside - 
Inside Building Elements in Melbourne. "The hero may be a custom 
vanity or spectacular tiles which run seamlessly along the floor 
and up the walls, enhancing the perception of space," she says. 

Recessed niches in the shower are ideal for shampoos and soaps, 
but want to think bigger? "Opt for a large, recessed mirrored 
shaving cabinet, which will provide plenty of storage, reflect views 
and bounce natural light around the room," says Damien Cool. >

SMALL SQUARE 


The benefit of a square -shaped bathroom is that there are no 
awkward nooks and crannies. However, if space is limited, you 
may have to forego a bath or opt for a combined bath/shower. "One 
option is to position a single floating vanity on the wall opposite the 
entry, alongside a shower, and position the toilet behind the entry 
door so it's not in the direct line of sight," suggests Fiona Austin. 




STANDARD RECTA MOLE 


Equipped with a bath, shower and double vanity - as well as 
a loo, tucked away behind a door for privacy - this rectangular 
space allows for several activities happening at the same time, 
which is perfect for a family bathroom. "Kids could be cleaning 
their teeth while another child could be taking a shower," 
explains designer Fiona Austin. "Double basins are useful as 
well when everybody is getting ready at once." 


LARGE SQUARE 


"As a general rule, you want your most beautiful items to be 
the first thing you see when you open the bathroom door," 
says Sarah. If there's no window on the wall above the vanity, 
a semi-recessed mirror cabinet is an option. A seat could also 
be added to the end of the vanity to provide a space to sit and dry 
off, too, with towel racks located within easy reach. A concealed 
cistern toilet tucked behind the entry door is unobtrusive. ®

1. For lemongrass dressing, cut lemongrass in half lengthways, then 
thinly slice. Put lemongrass and chilli in a mortar and pestle and crush 
until softened. Add fish sauce, palm sugar and lime juice then stir until 
sugar has completely dissolved. Set aside. 

2. For papaya salad, cut papaya into large pieces that will fit through the 
chute of a food processor. Shred using the finest grating attachment on 
processor (alternatively, finely grate or julienne). You will need about IV 2 
cups. Put in a bowl, add lime leaves and mix until combined. 

3. Remove scallops from shells. Rinse shells and scallops then pat dry with 
paper towel. Combine scallops and oil in a bowl until coated. Season. 

4. Spread rock salt on a serving platter. Arrange enough shells to fit on 
top of salt. Spread 1 teaspoon of fried onion in the bottom of each shell. 

5. Heat a large non-stick frying pan over high heat. Cook scallops for 
about 2-2V2 minutes each side or until just cooked through. Place scallops 
on top of onion in shells. Top with a small amount of papaya salad. 
Spoon a teaspoon of lemongrass dressing over the top. Serve. 

Tip: Green papayas are available from selected gourmet greengrocers 
and Asian grocers. 

Tip: You can purchase fried onion in the Asian section of supermarkets. 


1. Preheat oven to 180°C. Heat olive oil in a small frying pan over 
medium-high heat. Season veal and add to pan. Cook until browned 
all over. Transfer to a small oven tray and roast for about 15 minutes 
for medium.

3. Transfer to the bowl of a food processor and process until finely 
chopped. Transfer to a bowl. Add thyme leaves, parsley and mustard. 
Season and stir to combine. Set aside. 

4. Reduce oven heat to 160°C. Put tart shells on a large oven tray and 
warm through for about 5-6 minutes. Remove and allow to cool. Gently 
combine sour cream and horseradish without beating. 

5. Fill each shell with a heaped teaspoon of mushroom mixture and 
about V 2 teaspoon of sour cream mixture. 

6. Cut veal into wafer-thin slices (wider pieces can be cut in half). Fold 
or roll a slice of veal and arrange on top of each tart. Garnish with sprigs 
of thyme. Spray lightly with oil. Arrange on a platter to serve.

1. Preheat oven to 160°C. Grease and line the bases and sides of two 
20cm round springform cake pans with baking paper. Put butter and 
sugar in the large bowl of an electric mixer and beat until combined 
and beginning to turn pale. Add passionfruit juice and beat until light and 
fluffy. This will take about 8 minutes. 

2. Add eggs, 1 at a time, beating between each addition. Whisk sour 
cream and milk together until just combined. Add milk mixture, flour and 
almond meal, in 2 batches, to cake mixture, stirring until combined. 

3. Spoon mixture evenly into pans and smooth the tops. Tap pans on 
the bench a few times to settle mixture. Bake for 50-55 minutes or until 
cooked when tested with a skewer. Stand cakes on a wire rack for 1 hour 
before removing from tins and cooling on the rack. 

4. To make frosting, melt chocolate in a large, heatproof glass bowl 
over a saucepan of gently simmering water, being careful that the 
bowl does not touch the water. Stir occasionally until most pieces of 
chocolate have melted. Remove from heat and stir until completely 
melted. Set aside for 20 minutes to cool. 

5. Meanwhile, beat butter in the small bowl of an electric mixer until 
pale and creamy. Add icing sugar, a large spoonful at a time, while 
continuing to beat, until smooth and all sugar has been incorporated. 
Drizzle cooled chocolate into butter mixture while beating. Mixture 
may look separated for a second, but continue to beat until smooth. 

Add passionfruit juice and beat until combined. 

6. Cut cakes horizontally through the centre to make 4 layers. Place 1 layer 
on a serving plate. Spread with just under 1 cup of frosting. Top with 
another layer of cake and frosting. Repeat twice more. Spread remaining 
frosting on sides of cake, using a long flat spatula to expose layers, and 
smooth the top. Decorate with edible flowers. Serve.

500g farro (see tip) 

4 tbsp olive oil 
2 cloves garlic, chopped 

1 bunch kale, washed, stalks removed, roughly chopped 
1 lemon, juiced 
500g green peas 
250g feta 

1 bunch mint, chopped, plus extra sprigs for garnish 

1. Cook farro according to instructions on the packet. Set aside to cool. 

2. Heat 2 tablespoons of the olive oil in a non-stick wok or large frying 
pan over medium heat. Add garlic and cook until fragrant. Add kale and 
cook until soft and bright green. Pour lemon juice over kale and continue 
to cook for another 3 minutes. Set aside to cool. 

3. Bring a pot of salted water to the boil, add peas and cook for 3 minutes. 
Drain, then refresh in cold water. 

4. In a serving bowl, combine farro, kale and peas. Drizzle with remaining 
olive oil, season and toss gently until combined. Crumble feta over salad 
and add chopped mint. Garnish with mint sprigs and serve while fresh. 

Tip: farro is a spelt-like wheat grain, available from health-food stores. 

GRAVLAX 8 ALHO Ni 

Serves 10 (Start this recipe 1 day ahead.) 

1 side fresh salmon (about 1kg), pin boned 
400g white sugar 

500g coarse sea salt, plus extra to serve 

2 tbsp juniper berries, crushed 

1 bunch dill (including stalks), chopped, plus extra to serve 
V4 cup gin 

Baguette or crusty sourdough, to serve 
Creme fraiche or dill mayonnaise, to serve 

1. Put salmon skin-side down in a deep-sided tray. In a bowl, combine 
sugar, salt, juniper and dill, then scatter over salmon. Drizzle with gin. 
Cover with plastic wrap and place a weight (a heavy plate or baking 
dish) over the top to press cure into salmon. Refrigerate for 24 hours. 

For a stronger flavour, cure for longer. 

2. To serve, slice bread and spread with creme fraiche or dill mayonnaise. 
Lightly wipe cure ingredients from salmon, then slice. Place pieces of 
salmon on the bread, and top with additional dill and salt. 


SIX-HOUR SLOW-ROASTED LAMB SHOULDER 
WITH ROSEMARY JUS, MINT PESTO S CHARRED 
RED CAPSICUM 
Serves 4-6 

1.6-2kg lamb shoulder 
1 head garlic, cut horizontally in half 

1 large carrot, peeled, roughly chopped 
3 celery stalks, roughly chopped 

2 brown onions, skins removed, roughly chopped 
5 bay leaves 

3 sprigs thyme 

2 sprigs rosemary 
500ml red wine 

1 tbsp black peppercorns 

2 tsp sea salt 

IL chicken stock 
2 red capsicums 

4 tbsp olive oil 

1 sprig rosemary, leaves picked, plus extra sprigs to serve 
1 clove garlic, peeled and finely chopped, extra 

200ml veal jus, to serve (see recipe, page 190) 

1 quantity mint pesto, to serve (see recipe, page 190) 

Roast potatoes, optional 

1. In a large baking dish, put the lamb, garlic, chopped vegetables, herbs, 
red wine, peppercorns and salt. Cover and refrigerate overnight to 
marinate, turning the lamb after a few hours. 

2. Preheat oven to 140°C. Add chicken stock to lamb dish. Turn lamb 
and cover with baking paper, then a tight layer of foil. Roast for 6 hours. 
Check the level of liquid halfway through cooking (dish should be half 
full), and top up with water if needed. 

3. Line an oven tray with foil and grill capsicum for 15 minutes, turning, 
until skin is blackened and blistered. Seal capsicum in a plastic bag 

for 10 minutes, then remove skins and discard. Roughly slice flesh and 
put in a bowl with extra olive oil, rosemary leaves and extra garlic clove. 
Stir gently to combine. 

4. To make rosemary jus, remove lamb from oven. Strain cooking liquid 
into a large bowl or jug. Add 2 cups to a pot and cook over high heat 
until reduced by a third. Add 200ml veal jus to pot, and heat gently. 

5. To serve, pull lamb from the bone and top with the rosemary jus, 
capsicums and mint pesto, and serve with roast potatoes, if desired. 
Garnish with rosemary sprigs and serve.

This jus freezes really well. Simmone suggests making it ahead of time 
and freezing it in ice -block moulds, adding a block or two to 
enrich any sauce. 

Makes about 1 litre 

3kg veal bones 
150g tomato paste 

2 brown onions, roughly chopped (skins on) 

2 carrots, roughly chopped 

1 leek, washed, roughly chopped 

2 tomatoes, quartered 

1 head garlic, cut horizontally in half 
V 2 bunch thyme 
V 2 bunch flat-leaf parsley 

3 bay leaves 

1 tbsp black peppercorns 

1. Preheat oven to 180°C. Line two large oven trays with baking paper. 
Place bones on trays, dot with the tomato paste and roast for 20 minutes 
or until golden. Be careful not to burn bones or your jus will be bitter. 

2. Transfer to a large pot. Add all other ingredients and enough cold 
water so that bones are fully covered. Simmer for 8 hours, skimming 
froth from the top and adding water to keep bones submerged. 

3. Strain bones and vegetables from the liquid. Set liquid aside and cool. 
Cover with plastic wrap and refrigerate overnight. 

4. Remove fat from top of jus. Transfer to a heavy-based saucepan over 
high heat. Cook until reduced by a quarter. Set aside to cool. 

Tip: Veal jus can also be bought from selected gourmet food stores. 

HINT PEST 0 

This pesto would also be a lovely accompaniment to grilled lamb cutlets, 
served with boiled chat potatoes. 

2 bunches mint (leaves only), washed 
150 peanuts, toasted 

lOOg grated parmesan 
1 clove garlic, chopped 
1 lemon, zested and juiced 
1 tsp salt 

V 2 tsp cracked pepper 
1 cup olive oil, plus extra for storage 

1. Put mint leaves, peanuts, parmesan, garlic, zest, juice, salt and pepper 
in the bowl of a food processor.

1. To make pastry, combine flour and sugar in a large bowl. Add butter. 
Using your fingertips, work butter into flour mixture until it resembles 
breadcrumbs. Make a well in the centre and add sour cream. Stir until 
just combined. Turn out on to a lightly floured surface and cut dough 
in half. Mould each half into a flat round disk. Enclose dough in plastic 
wrap and refrigerate for at least 1 hour. 

2. Preheat oven to 180°C. Grease a round 26cm pie dish. 

3. To make filling, peel and core apples, then slice roughly. In a 
large bowl, put apples, sugar, juice, sultanas, flour, cinnamon and 
vanilla extract. Toss until combined. 

4. On a floured surface, roll out dough rounds until 3mm thick and 
30cm in diameter. Gently lay 1 piece in base of prepared dish, allowing an 
overhang of 2cm. Arrange filling in dish. Gently place remaining dough 
over top of pie. Using your fingers or a fork, press pastry edges to seal. 
Trim edges. Whisk egg and cream together and brush top of pie. Using a 
sharp knife, cut a small cross in top. 

5. Bake for 45 minutes or until golden. Dust with icing sugar and serve 
with ice-cream on the side. ^

TO BEST UNDERSTAND tea, we need to touch on coffee. 
Those cappuccinos and Lattes swigged from paper cups en route to 
pick up the kids or between meetings are aLL about a caffeine-Laced 
joLt to the brain. Coffee is the beverage of heart-racing, task-oriented 
achievement. Tea, on the other hand, brings with it tradition and 
reflection, beautiful sets of matching chinaware with a more serene 
character than a slick coffee machine, and a range of flavours from 
the robust to the delicate. It's not surprising that tea is having a 
moment. One could even say it's been brewing for a while. . . >

WeVe aLL heard of the health benefits 
of antioxidants. Well, some teas are full of 
them. "In simple terms, they scavenge for 
cell-damaging free radicals in the body and 
neutralise them," says Eva Leibel of Twinings. 
"Black, green, white and oolong teas are made 
from a plant rich in polyphenolic flavonoids, 
which have powerful antioxidant properties." 
Catechin - an antioxidant in green tea 

- has been shown to lower cholesterol, 
help block the formation of brain plaques 
that are linked to Alzheimer's disease, keep 
the blood sugar of diabetics stable and also 
lower blood pressure. Wow!

Remember when whitegoods and appliances 
came in two colours - white and white? Then 
the colour revolution happened. 

A similar dynamic has taken place in the 
tea world. Many of us were raised drinking 
black tea - the category as opposed to "No 
milk for me, thanks." If you chose to impress 
guests, you'd have probably served Earl Grey, 
which is black tea scented with bergamot. 

Today, a whole lot more colours have 
been thrown into the mix. There's white tea, 
which has nothing to do with milk. Rather, 
this is the least processed version of tea. 

T2's white tea is $22/50g; t2tea.com. 

Then there's green tea, which is the first 
form of processed tea. Try Twinings Pure 
Green Tea, $2.49/10 bags at Woolworths; 
woolworthsonline.com.au. 

Last but not least is black tea, the old 
favourite we know and love. It originated in 
China - where it's actually known as red tea 

- but is now grown throughout the world. 
For something special, check out Harney & 
Sons 30th Anniversary Blend, $29.95/20 bags; 
harneysteas.com.au.

So, you drink English Breakfast with your 
toast and Vegemite, and Australian Afternoon 
in the PM, right? Not necessarily - the sky 
won't fall down if you switch it around a bit. 
It's all in the strength of the blend. 

"Black and green teas both contain caffeine 
and, as such, many people find it best to 
switch to a herbal or fruit tea [as they are 


naturally caffeine-free] from the early 
afternoon, to help them unwind and relax 
for the evening," says Eva. 

A medium-strength blend such as Russian 
Caravan or a strong version, think Assam 
Bold, is a good way to start the day, while 
the lighter loveliness of Earl or Lady Grey 
is more suited to afternoons.

Tea varieties are increasing exponentially. 
Current versions on shelves include: 

Oolong: Translating as "black dragon" for 
the form it takes as it unfurls in water, this 
tea is semi-fermented, sun-dried and fired 
in a wok. In terms of taste, it sits between 
black and green tea. Gaba Organic Oolong, 
$I7.40/I00g atThe Art Of Tea, artoftea.com.au. 
Herbal and fruit infusions: We're talking the 
likes of chamomile (said to aid sleep) and 
peppermint (which apparently promotes 
digestion). In recent years, this category has 
also become decidedly fruity: think lime, 
apple, raspberry and loganberry. The good 
news is these varieties are caffeine free - but 
be sure to read the labels as some brands 
are sometimes not as "natural" as they 
appear, with flavourings periodically used. 
Scented and floral: Using black or green tea 
as a base, these teas have petals or buds 
added for subtle flavour and fragrance. 

For example, TTotaler's Rosy Mint blend 
uses pretty baby rosebuds and mint leaves. 
$7.50/20g; ttotalertea.com. 

Flavoured: Like scented and florals, these 
varieties are built on a foundation of black 
or green tea. But instead of vibrant colour 
and aroma, these are all about big, bold 
tastes, many of which you might not 
associate with tea. From T2 alone, there's 
Terrific Toffee, Creme Brulee, Lamington, 
Choc Chip Chai, Banana Bake and more.

Rooibos and honeybush: These shrubs, 
native to South Africa, are not strictly teas 
but they make a fine brew nonetheless. 

Both are high in vitamin C and antioxidants 
and, unlike many herbal teas, can have 
milk added. For a cup of tea that gives 
back to the community, try the Oxfam 
Shop Fair Trade Organic Rooibos, $4.50/ 

25 bags; oxfamshop.org.au.

Twinings has been crafting teas for more 
than 300 years so it knows about getting 
it right. Eva Leibel, Twinings' senior brand 
manager, shares five top brewing tips. 

[•laiaw Oxygen helps the tea's flavours develop, 
so always use fresh cold water in the kettle. 

■■Mf Warm a clean teapot by swirling some 
boiled water around it before using. 

■liSiaaiaM For black tea, pour on freshly boiled 
water; for green, try to use water just at the boil. 

Mtiiisw With loose-leaf tea, 1 tsp per person 
plus 1 tsp for the pot should be about right, but 
experiment based on how strong you like it. 

MMaw If using tea bags, for black tea, brew 
for about 2V2-3 minutes, but let your palate 
decide if you like it weaker or stronger. You can 
also add milk, sweetener or lemon. With green 
tea, don't let it brew for more than 2 minutes 
as it can develop a bitter taste (and, contrary to 
popular thought, it won't increase antioxidant 
levels.) Add honey, if you like.

Space is likely to be a consideration when furnishing a verandah.

Two Illy years ago, Jane and Jeff's rose-filled garden 

in central Perth was the evocation of a country dream. Roomy, 
rambling and wholesome, it was a veritable profusion of blooms, 
colours and scent - all jostling for the Western Australian sunshine. 
At the time, the garden was perfect for the couple's lifestyle. "We 
always wanted a small country garden in the city for our young 
family to grow up in," recalls Jeff. 

However, as the years went by and their three children grew, 

Jane and Jeff felt the space needed to fulfil different functions: 
to be an area where they could gather with friends, have a swim, 
spend afternoons relaxing on the verandah and watch a movie 
on the grass with the stars above them at night. It was important 
to the couple that the new-look garden would be based on a classic, 
semi -formal structure, sympathetic to the history of their late 
19th-century residence. "We needed to retain the heritage of the 
block, but create spaces where we could entertain and enjoy 
the vistas from all areas of the garden," explains Jeff. 

The couple drafted in Tim Davies Landscaping to realise their 
vision and now, having witnessed their new garden come to life, 
agree the revitalised outdoor space captures the sense of formality 
that they envisaged. Yet it also maintains its own air of mystery, 
encouraging family and visitors alike outdoors to explore its various 
zones. As Jane says, "It now allows us to share meals as a family, 
host gatherings with friends and entertain." 




D ECK A new pergola extends 
from the verandah, its mahogany 
deck weathering nicely to a rustic 
patina sympathetic to the heritage 
of the home.

W hen Melbourne eouple Gloria and Ross, busy- 

parents of four children, approached landscape architect Bruce 
Boston of Boston Designs to create an inviting alfresco setting, 
their existing backyard was anything but a sanctuary. "It was 
more like a mud pit!" recalls Ross. At the time, the family had just 
completed a major renovation and extension of their home and, 
while the newly refurbished house met all of the growing clan's 
needs, the garden required careful consideration. "The space is quite 
narrow, compact and on a slope. The pool shell had been installed, 
and the surroundings were a ball of churned-up clay," says Bruce. 

The designer got straight to work. Now, white walls pop against 
bluestone-look acid -etched concrete, with an eye-catching 
"barcode" wall installation and a water- curtain feature providing 
instant wow. An outdoor dining area hosts a hardworking built-in 
barbecue and an inviting wrap-around daybed. "It's such an easy 
spot to entertain in," says Ross. "In summer, the kids enjoy the pool 
while the adults sit around relaxing with a glass of wine." 

Indeed, it's little wonder that the entire family loves seeking 
refuge in a garden that is now conducive to both rest and play. "It 
is really fantastic," enthuses Ross. "It's only a small space, but one 
that works so well for all of us." 


WALL ART The dramatic bluestone 
barcodednspired wall art, designed by 
Bruce with stone supplied by Yarrabee 
& Castlemaine Stone Solutions, is 
always a talking point. “I wanted 
something graphically strong to break 
up the large white wall while creating 
visual interest,” explains Bruce. “The 
organic bluestone contrasts really well, 
while complementing the paving.” > 
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BENCH 8 E A T I N G A reinforced concrete built-in bench 
seat doubles as a daybed, with the help of an assortment of comfy 
and colourful cushions by Citta Design from Voyager Interiors. "It is 
a relatively small space out here, so we wanted to provide as much 
flexibility as possible," explains Bruce. "We made this bench a bit 
wider than the norm at 600mm, so that it can be used as either 
a recliner or as informal seating for a bigger party or dinner." 


WATER FEATURE While it commands instant attention, 
this spectacular water curtain isn't just there for its good looks 
alone.

An irreverent look at the classic things that define you -beaut Aussie

{unsung icons) 


HERE AT HOME BEAUTIFUL, we re generaLLy not ones to 
blow our own trumpet, but stand back and get ready for a soLo 
that would have made Louis Armstrong proud. Unless you are 
one of those mavericks who reads a magazine from back to front, 
you would have correctly surmised that this issue is a celebration 
of our 90th anniversary. In other words, we are not only older 
than the Queen (by a year), but are just 10 years away from 
receiving a telegram signed by Betty herself 

In the year our first issue 
appeared, Australia's 
population was almost six 
million, Aussie bowler Clarrie 
Grimmett took II wickets 
in his Test debut against 
England and an unassuming 
teacher named John Scopes 
was arrested in the US 
for teaching evolution. 

Mining the archives is an 
enlightening experience, 
revealing much about both 
the magazine and Australia's 
evolving tastes. It's a bit like 
hauling down old family 
photo albums: nostalgic, 
but peppered with the odd 
cringeworthy moment. Except 
instead of outfits, we're talking 
everything from decorative 
touches to entire homes. 

As in any enduring 
relationship, mistakes were 
made. And you, dear reader, 
have stuck by us, despite 
some grievous lapses in taste. 

These include the chocolate 
corduroy sofas from the 
1970s, the chrome overload 
of the 1980s and an ill- 
considered flirtation with 

Santa Ee pueblo style that should never be spoken of again. 

On balance though, there were substantially more hits 
than misses. Back in the 1950s, one of the homes we profiled 
was a creation of "colourful young architect" Harry Seidler. 

Erom visionary building imagineers to - ahem - columnists. 

Home Beautiful has always had an eye for talent. In the same 
era, we also featured something called the "safety ash tray": 
an inverted terracotta cone that, while protecting the house 
it sat in, presumably did not offer quite the same security 
to those actually doing the smoking. 

Then, as now, we were also all about a bargain, with such 
entertaining stories as "Dressing Xmas Poultry - Buy A Live Bird 


To Save Money". These were accompanied by 
pieces entitled "Even A Man Can Make Hot-Cross 
Buns", which, across the nation, had a generation 
of Beryls, Gladyses and Maureens rolling their 
eyes: as if Kevin, Bevan or Evan would even try. 

And the advertising was sublime. You could avail 
yourself of an electric iron and, if guests lingered after 
dinner, you could roll out the Put.U.Up bed settee. 

As the 1960s rolled on, we were 
an early adopter of women's 
liberation, with headlines blaring 
"The Housewife's Workshop". 

And once you were finished 
showing the blokes how things 
were done, you could kick back 
while reading up on "The Modern 
Look For Hedges". When it was 
dinnertime, the inspiration just 
kept on coming, with "Celery 
Two Ways", "Mock Chicken Loaf" 
and a dish all the family wanted 
more of, "Tongue Salad". . . which, 
in 2015, sounds like the name of 
a third-rate boy band. 

By the 1970s, an annual 
subscription would have set 
you back a princely $3.60 and, in 
an early example of aspirational 
journalism, we shared a glimpse 
into the life of a couple living "in 
an $8000 dream home". Just the 
kind of fantasy to ponder as you 
chewed on a curried egg (recipe 
provided) and mulled over the 
latest must-have vinyl colour: rust. 

Such examples, of course, 
are just a grab-bag from some 
of our favourite eras. Over 
nine decades, we have seen 
terms come (modular) and 
go (credenza), more trends than this column could possibly 
encompass (shabby chic, Balinese, Hollywood Regency, Tuscan 
villa) and an underlying shift away from the nation's English 
origins towards an aesthetic of our own, complete with a growing 
awareness of Australia's indigenous culture, most often in the 
form of art that couldn't be from anywhere else in the world. 

One thing that has remained constant, however, is that 
Australians have continued to invite HB into their homes and 
we, in turn, have strived to provide ideas and inspiration to make 
these spaces as personal, special and stylish as possible. Like 
any polite and grateful visitor, there's only one thing left to say: 
thank you very much for having us.
